Frugality ! What had deftroy'd the Peace of the Parent, was 
to be the Source of Pleafure to the Son, and this happy 
Heir pretum’d that Riches had no other Ufe. Having never 
been us’d to Bufinels by his Father, and always taught to 
depend on his future Fortune, he had acquir'd the Pride and 
lence of a Man of Fafhion without any of the Know- 
ledge or Dignity to fupport it; Money he thought was a 
fuficient Title to Grandeur and Luxury, and if his Family 
did not diftinguifh him among the foremoft of Mankind, he 
took Care to make his extravagant Vanities fupply that De- 
ficiency.
